Minneapolis too. Both belonged to the 
Minneapolis Precancel Club. Mr. Allen 
took sides against favor seeking, and 
zonsequently these worthies held long 
and heated debates over the subject. 
Finally Mr. Nylander in order to give 
Mr. Allen something extraordinary to 
rave over, secured two copies of the 5c 
red error and managed to have them 
precancelled. At the very next meet- 
ing he of course displayed these items 
and the funny part was that in the 
and Mr. Allen bought both stamps for 
$12.50. The status of the stamps can 
be summed up as follows, the stamps 
are genuine and the precancel is gen- 
uine but they never did postal duty. 


Within the past few weeks I have 
looked over a myriad of Bi-Centennial 
precancels and have heard of collec- 
tions in excess of 2000 already.

This 
is counting both perfs. and some few 
imperfs. From now on it will be 
easier to note the cities not precan- 
celing Bicentennials than those that 
do.

LaRoche of East Stroudsburg, Pa., 
submits complete sets from same place 
and Stroudsburg as well.

In this connection, you are advised 
that the Department has received a 
considerable number of inquiries re- 
garding this matter, but it is not the 
intention to order reprints of any 
United States stamps. This has been 
the policy of this Department, and it 
is our purpose to keep faith with col- 
lectors 

Consideration has been given to the 
sending of an exhibit to the Chicago 
fair of our official die proofs of stamps 
from 1847 to date, and if this is done, 
it will be necessary to strike off some 
new proofs to take the place of any 
which may have become damaged or 
faded. It is possible that this plan, 
under consideration on the part of the 
Department, is the basis for the rumor 
that all stamps will be reprinted.

DO NOT FORGET We have a let- 
REFERENCES ter from a deal- 

er who remarks 
that he receives many requests for 
approvals that he files in the Waste 
Paper Basket. Then he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the reason he 
does this is that the stamps he has for 
sale are valuable. He believes that 
if a collector seriously wants to see 
stamps on approval that the collector 
should go about it in a business like 
manner to obtain the stamps on ap- 
proval. The collector should solicit the 
stamps, give two or three references, 
preferably other dealers or stamp col- 
lectors who can vouch for him or 
names of local business people who 
know him to be reliable. Collectors 
who are in business should use their 
business stationery in writing deal- 
ers and thus help establish their stand- 
ing. A dealer is justified in throwing 
into the waste basket letters which 
give no evidence of soundness or sta- 
bility on the part of the writer. Would 
you mail out your valuable stamps 
to anyone who wrote in and asked 
you to submit them to them for ex-

Then do not expect the dealer to do 
that either. If collectors will approach 
the dealer in a businesslike manner 
they will find the dealer ready and 
willing to serve them. 


SPEAKING OF Every now and then 
REFERENCES a letter of inquiry 

comes to our office 
stating that Mr. So and So of Some- 
town has asked for goods on approval 
and has given our name as reference. 
Recently in several instances, we were 
obliged to address letters back to the 
dealer making the inquiry and admit 
frankly that so far as we knew about 
the party, we knew absolutely nothing. 
We gather that some people get the 
idea that because they have subscrib- 
ed to the paper that such a fact is 
suitable cause for giving our name as 
reference. In instances of this sort 
we are confronted with names and 
addresses that we have never seen be- 
fore. The Editor does not open his 
mail. The mail is opened by other 
parties, on some days as high as 200 
letters reach our office. The mail is 
opened by a clerk, subscription orders 
go to the girl who handles these and 
she spends her whole time, six days a 
week at this work alone and frequent- 
ly has extra help on it.. Other let- 
ters with orders go to another clerk 
who checks them, makes shipping 
crders and invoices and turns them 
over to the shipping department where 
they are shipped out. Other letters 
with advertising copy are looked over 
for matters that need immediate at- 
tention and if nothing pressing is in 
them they are laid aside until the fol- 
lowing Thursday when they are gone 
over in a lot and the advertising ar- 
ranged for the next paper. 

Letters that must have the atten- 
tion of the Editor are placed on his 
desk and it is usually but a small per- 
centage of the whole lot that gets 
there for his personal attention so 
that while we are doing business with 
a lot of people every day, but few of 
the names are seen by the Editor and 
altho your name is on the subscription 
list the Editor does not know it except 
for the fact that YOU are reading 
this and yet HE does not know who 
you are. 

When this paper was first started | 
and had a mailing list of only 2000 | 
names, the Editor did have a very | 
intimate acquaintance with most} 
names on the list, but that is not pos- 
sible with a list of nearly 17,000 
names.

In 1924 Portugal issued a series of 
stamps consisting of seven designs, in 
henor of the birth of Camoens in 
1524. 

Luis Vas de Camoens, better known 
as Luis de Camoens, was born in Lis- 
bon about the time of the death of 
Vasco de Gama. He was the son of a 
sea capta’n who was lost in a ship- 
wreck shortly after the birth of Luis. 

Although comparatively little is 
known about his life, and he was not 
recognized until long after his death, 
Camoens was the greatest of all Por- 
tuguese poets, and is said to have ex- 
erted an important influence on the 
national drama. He deve'opned the 
Portuguese lyric to its highest perfec- 
tion. but owes his fame mainly to his 
cel~brated historical enie poem “Os 
Lusiadas” or the “Lusiad”. 

Descendant of a family of distinc- 
tion and rank, he attended the Uri- 
versity of Coimbra. On finisking his 
studies he went to Lisbon where he 
frequented the court. He soon con- 
-eived a romantic passion for Cather- 
ina de Athaide, one of the Queen’s 
ladies of honor. and was banished 
from the court. Shortly after this he 
joined the expedition of John the 3rd 
against Morocco, where he served for 
two years with great distinction. 

On the first stamp of this series we 
see Camoens fighting the Moors at 
Ceuta, a seaport and military station 
in Morocco. 

When Camoens returned to Lisbon 
in 1545 he was disappointed to find 
no recognizance given him either for 
his bravery or his poems, some of 
which had been published by this 
time. Broke and friendless, he deter- 
mined to leave his native land for- 
ever and sailed for India as a common 
soldier. There in the East, he led an 
adventurous life for sixteen years 
and little is known of him during this 
time. At last, growing old and dis- 
heartened, he turned his steps home- 
ward, and after countless hardships 
reached Lisbon once again in 1570, 
only to find the town overrun with 
plague and in the throes of the In- 
quisition. 

During the return voyage Cam- 
oens’ ship was lost at the mouth of 
the River Me-Kong and on the second 
design of this issue we find Camoens 
swimming ashore with his manu- 
script for the “Lusiad” held aloft. The 
third design shows a portrait of Ca- 
moens, while the fourth design illus- 
trates the first edition of the “Lusi- 
—- he published in Lisbon in 


Camoens now settled down to spend 
the remainder of his life with his 
aged mother. A few years later he 
passed away almost unnoticed in a 
Lisbon hospital. He was buried near 
the Chapel of Santa Anna and later 








transferred to the Academy of Lis- 
bon in 1880. 

On the fifth design is shown Ca- 
moens on his deathbed, the next de- 
picts his tomb, while the final design 
shows the monument later erected in 


his honor.

General Kosciuszko, military aide to 
General Washington in the Revolu- 
tionary war, was a native of Poland. 
In appreciation for his services to the 
colonists, Congress passed a special 
act naturalizing him in United States 
citizenship. 

It was one of the few cases in the 
history of the country recording such 
an honor to an individual.

He 
would “knock your eye out” with 
copies of Norway No. 1 we believe and 
many others of the classic issues. 


It is a pleasure to see what Per- 
oxide of Hydrogen will do to a faded 
vermillion stamp. We had also a copy 
of U. S. No. 293, the $2.00 Orange 
Brown that the sun had faded and 
when the Peroxide was smeared over 
the face of the stamp the original 
color came back like magic. Care 
should be taken that the gum on un- 
used stamps be not touched, however. 


The Weston (Oregon) Leader com- 
ments in the “Literary Digest’. “The 
disadvantage of added numerical 
strength is that us Democrats outnum- 
ber the post offices.” 


We thought it was good publicity 
for moving picture theatres to give 
sets of stamps such as the Washing- 
ton Bicentennial issue to their young 
patrons.
